WASIIINOTON, D. C , August 30 — 


The Treasury Department will only 
sell $3,000,000 ot gold during the 
month of September. This is a mueh 
smaller amount than tho monthly sales 
for a long time past. It is looked upon 
as the foreshadowing of a policy on the 
part of thp Secretary to suspend en 
tircly the sales of gold if the currency 
receipts of the government continue to 
bo sufficient to meet the current ex 
pcnsos. 
Tho currency balance is now 


quite largo, being over $13,000,000 at 
tho close of business yesterday 


The currency receipts are expected 


to bo unusually heavy during the next 
two months, when the fall business 
will be w full progress. 


The President is very desirous that 


the next Treasury report to Congress 
shall show a flourishing condition of 
the government revenues, as he has
